Today, with its Chinese connections 
imperfect and incomplete, the Trans 
siberian Railroad has become an active 
competitor of the British marine to 
Oriental markets (says the French De- 
peche Coloniale). On the water Brit 
ish supremacy remains unshaken, the 
multiplication or German steamers has 
been rapid, but the superiority of the 
British tonnage is still large, and from 
the competition of the German com- 
mercial fleet the British have small rea- 
son to fear.

I planned the ley- 
ette myself, making up my mind that 
my child should wear simple, praetical 
garments, not ‘flimsies’ of lace and rib- 
bon, and my ideas were admirably car- 
cried out by the firm to whom I gave the 
order, The cradle, I decided, must be a 
copy of our own gilt bronzed one at 
Salzburg, and mamma gave me_ the

‘*As the time for my accouchement 
trew near, I often speculated in my ro- 
mantie way about the future destiny of 
my child. TI had experienced so much

The princess is fond of speculating on 
the cause of the dislike that she xroused 
in her busband’s family: 

Looking at myself analytically, I 
wonder what I ever did to inspire my 
husband’s family with the malignant 
hatred they invariably displayed to- 
wards me. I came to Dresden little 
more than ao girl, but with a woman’s 
sense of my responsibility and duties; I 
was quite willing to try to please, and 
I am vain enough to think that I en- 
deared myself to the people; it was only 
those who considered themselves my 
equals who treated me with persistent 
coldness and distrust. ’’ 

We need only a touch of superstition 
to complete the ugliness of the picture.

‘*My father-in-law had onco told me 
in a burst of confidence that on several 
occasions a spectral black eat had been

Incidentally we may notice that the 
author does not believe in the death 
of her uncle, the Archduke John of 
Tuscany, better known as John Orth: 

“We heard nothing more of him, but 
Tam told that a M. Renaux, who had 
formerly lived in the Argentine Repub. 
lic, claimed that after he saw Jobn 
Orth at La Plata he met him in Bue 
nos Ayres, and again at Rio Quarto. 
M. Renanx returned to France in 1893, 
but he is positive my unele is still 
alive. I, too, feel convinced that he 
hae not found a resting place in the 
Awoying deeps of the ovean, and his 
words, ‘¥ will return,’ are ever in my 
mind. 

‘Various imposters have ut times 
claimed to be the missing archduke, 
and grandmammsa sent large sums of 
money to one of them, She showed 
papa letters in which the handwriting 
was apparently that of Unele Jobn, 
but when the poliee were eommuniecated 
with, they eventually arrested the man, 
who proved to be 2 dangerous erinsinal 
‘wanted’ for years! 

“It bas been stated that the arch 
duke had money im the Swiss banks, 


but the assertion is inaecurate, All his 
securities were deposited with Paris, 
sienua, and London howser. He never

A SON OF DICKENS 

To the son of Charles Dickens, who 
comes from the antipodes for the first 
time in forty years, America seems more 
like home, that is, more like Australia, 
than England. So he told a reporter 
for the Now York Sun during his recent 
visit. This son, named after Alfred 
Tennyson, went out to Australia when 
a youth of twenty. He never saw his 
father again, nor, indeed, had he ever 
returned to his old home until the past 
year, when he came back to the west 
ern world to lecture about his father. 
The reporter, after bringing forward the 
usual irrelevances by means of which 
visiting foreigners gain an impression 
of American ‘‘smartness,’’ led the new 
comer to talk about himself and his 
more famous father. One thing that 
the interview reveals is that certain 
English types still persist since the day 
the elder Dickens put them into his fie 
tion, The son explains: 

‘*T visited the inn where Mr. Pick 
wick first met Alfred Jingle. It was 
not so much changed either. A party 
of us had luncheon there and the land- 
lord entered surprisingly into the spirit 
of the occasion. 

‘**Glad to see, you, gentlemen,’ be 
said in greeting us; ‘very glad, very 
glad. A good luncheon awaiting you, 
gentlemen, a good luncheon; indeed an 
excellent luncheon, I might say, Lamb 
or veal, gentlemen; a good shoulder of 
lamb or a joint of veal, and either done 
to a turn,’ 

‘*And so he went through the whole 
menu, Alfred Jingle to the life, and en- 
joying it thoroughly himself. He loved 
the works of my father and was glad 
te honor his memory, Indeed, I found 
it touching to observe how dear his 
memory yet is among the people and in 
the places whose seenes he made fam- 
iliar, 

‘*T visited the old home and the mea 
dow which we boys used to have to 
visit by a circuitous route if we wanted 
to play there mornings. For my father 
was very industrious and worked every 
morning from nine o’clock until ox, 
regardless of all else, and he could not 
bear being disturbed, And as the way 
to our cricketing ground lay past his 
study window we had to climb hedges 
and skirt the orchard in order to get 
to the meadow, 

‘* Worse, yet, our croquet ground was 
overlooked by his study window and 
many a time we had to watch the clock, 
hoping he was not going to work over- 
time that day so we could get to our 
me. 

‘*My father’s habits of living were 
very simple at home. We children al 
ways had our dinner at midday, and he 
would come into the dining room and 
stand at the sideboard and take some 
thing light to eat. He never ate at 
that hour what could be termed meal. 

‘*Ag T said, he was very industrious 
and kept very busy. He generally had 
two novels in hand at one time, and 
scarcely ever kept further than one in 
stalment ahead in their publication. 

‘*As you know, they would first ap 
pear serially, and it would have beer 
a wonderful thing had he ever had on+ 
eompleted and off his mind when it be 
gan to appear.

The son, of course, had personal ac- 
quaintance with many of the originals 
of the most famous Dickens characters, 
‘*The best part of it is that the ori- 
ginals,’’ so he says, ‘‘never dreamed 
that they were such, and would inno- 
cently read the books and enjoy the 
character, never roading themselves in- 
to them.’’ He adds: 

‘But no one was safe, The family 
servants all had to serve their purposes, 
and even the members of the family 
themselves, Mrs, Joe Gargery and Joe 
were my sister and her husband to the 
life; my grandfather should have had 
no trouble in seeing himself in Mr, 
Micawber in his spare time when wait- 
ing for something to turn up, and Mrs, 
Nickleby was a delightful portrait of 
my grandmother. 

‘But my father always so general- 
ized his characters that no offence could 
be taken; though he probably had a 
particular Pecksniff in mind and a par- 
tienlar Uriah Heep, there are thousands 
of both still living today who are hit 
just as much as the original inspirations 
were.’’ 

Dickens, we are reminded, made 
amends to Leigh Hunt for picturing 
him as Harold Skimpole by securing him 
a pension from the Literary Fund.

THE BADIATION PYEOMETER 


No thermometer could ever be ex- 
peeted to record the temperature of 
furnaces or great masses of molten 
metal, although the development of 
science along certain lines has made it 
very necessary to determine the degree 
ot beat in furnaces and contained in 
masses of metal, such as huge steel 
billets ard great cubes of iron, 

The discovery that two different 
kinds of metal welded together pro 
duced a current of electricity was the 
means of inventing a means of deter 
mining the quantity of heat, 10 matter 
how intense, The current is measured 
hy voltage and certain temperatures 
produce certain values in electrical 
strength, and that is the way the 
amount of heat is measured. The elec 
trieal energy is measured in degree 
of heat, and this has been found to be 
sccurate, 

The principle is applied in a wonder 
ful device known as the radiation py 
rometer, It ean stand at a consider 
hie distanee fram the furnace or mars

metal that is being tested 


and it will record the internal heat 
conditions avcurately., It is an aid to 
better steel aud iron products, and as 
the world progresses it will be record: 
ed as one the great agencies of man 
to enable him to delve into the mys- 
tories of nature’s laboratories. 


THE LEROT AND THE SNAKE 


Everyone has heard of the remark- 
able combats of the Indian mongoos 
with venomous snakes, in which little 
rikki-tikki-tavi comes off victor, The 
fact that the mongoos invariably sur- 
vives has led to the suggestion that it 
is immune to snake poison. Other ani- 
mals said to be immune are the pig 
and the hedgehog. 

The experiments of British natural- 
ists show that an animal of the door- 
mouse family must be added to the list 
of the immune, This animal is known 
as the lerot and is said to fight fiercely 
with vipers. Large doses of viper’s 
poison were injeeted into one lerot, 
trom which injection no ifl-effects fol- 
lowed. On one occasion a lerot was 
bitten badly in the eye by a viper, and 
no signs of poisoning occurred. .There 
van, it is thought, be no doubt that the 
lerot is immune to snake poison. 
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PROHIBITION’S GIGANTIC STRIDE 
BACKWARD 

During the last revenue yoar the con- 
sumption of liquors in the United States 
broke all records, Eight million gal- 
lons more of whisky and more than 
113 million gallons more of beer were 
consumed in the fiseal year eading June 
30, 1911, than in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910, 

The total consumption of distilled 
spirits for the year just elosed was 
134,600,193 gallons. The total con 
sumption of beer for the fiscal year 
of 1911 was 63,216,851 barrels. The 
combined inerease is 121,049,823 gal- 
lous, which represents an increase of 
1.3 gallons per capita. The tetal per 
capita consumption is now 22.29 gal- 
lons, 

Commenting upon these figures the 
president of the Natioual Model Lic- 
euse League says: 

“The commissioner's figures consti- 
tute a terrific indietment of the prohi- 
bition movement as a failure and a 
farce. The movement that has spread 
prohibition over more than one-half 
of the map began in 1893. At that 
time the per capita consumption of 
liquor was about sixteen and one-half 
gallons, and now, after all the ‘ whiten- 
ing’ of the map by the Anti-Saloon 
League, it is 22.29 gallons. If the 
prohibition movement had not been 
checked in the past. few months it 
would be difficult to put an estimate on 
the imerease that weuld have been 
caused by adding to the territory in 
which people buy in wholesale lots and 
consume accordingly. 

‘‘An increase in the amount of 
liquor consumed in license territory 
may mean nothing more than business 
prosperity and an inerease in temper- 
ate drinking, but an increase in the con- 
sumption of liquors im ‘dry’ territory 
neste interpreted as~ae horeasestn 
lawlessness and intemperance.’’ 


CONVICTS CHEERING A CONVIOT 
PLAY 


All those who have attended ‘‘ Alias 
Jimmy Valentine’’ in the past will be 
at least interested to read that that 
stirring play of convict life, which on 
so many occasions has warmed the 
hearts of law-abiding citizens of the 
land, was as much of a thriller to near- 
ly 2,000 prisoners at the San Quentin 
Prison in California some two weeks 
ago. The prisoners, of whom nine had 
been convicted to dia, cheered rampant 
ly the exciting elements of the play, 
and when at the end the hero’s par 
don is finally secured, their joy made 
iteelf known for miles around, The} 
Governor of California was himself an 
interested spectator, and, though vis 
ioly affected by the seeae, refused to 
make comment or to admit that he pro 
posed pardoning auy of the condemned 
men, 

Sitting with their heads bared in the 
sunlight of the prison yard, with ‘‘con- 
demned row’’ as tho lobby of their 
open-air theatre, 1,851 prisoners—nine 
of them condemned to die-—-unfolded 
one of the greatest dramas of life to- 
day as ‘‘Alias Jimmy Valentine,’’ the 
great convict play, was enacted by the 
same company that has appeared be 
fore San Francisco audiences. 

The production of the noted play, 
which carries with it a mighty lesson 
to all humanity, marked one of the 
most remarkable incidents in the his- 
tory of prisons. It was the first time 
in history that a professional play, with 
all its scenery and original cast, was 
ever given inside the walls of an in- 
stitution where men and women are de- 
nied the rights of associating with per- 
sons of the outer world because of 
their crimes against society. 

It was the most unique audience 
that ever gathered to witness a play 
and the rows of men in their stripes 
of shame and the women prisoners in 
their bine dresses furnished a scene 
that has never before been witnessed. 

It was the drama of life revolving 
about the drama of the stage, and as 
the regeneration of the stageland bur- 
glar was unfolded, the enthusiasm of 
the convicts waxed warmer and warm- 
er until it ended in a mighty cheer for 
the character that showed them their 
inner selves as they wished to be 
known when once outside the walls of 
the prison, 

Rut for the stripes on every hand 
one would have forgotten that he was 
in a prison, The convicts were not 
treated as outcasts of society, but as 
men of the world. There were speeches, 
extolling the virtues of the stageland 
burglar who ‘‘turned good.’’ 

When the noon hour approached the 
prisoners were taken to the prison 
yard, where everything had been ar- 
ranged for the great show, They took 
their seats, even as you would take 
your seat in a ‘‘ first-come-first-served’’ 
theatre, The prison band played the 
usual overture and then the curtain of 
‘anvas was raised and ‘‘Alias Jimmy 
Valentine,’’ with his message of hom 
to the poor souls denied their liberty, 
was thoire. 

The audience was composed of pri- 
soners, with the nine condemned men 
‘itting close by the fifteen women, who 
were the special guests of Warden 
Hoyle. 
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per men and prison attaches, were al- 
owed inside the walls. oe 

The ploy which dealt with a con- 
viet’s struggles for reformation wae 
presented on a convict-built sf with 
part of the seenery painted by con- 
viets, A convict band furnished the 
music. The stage was in a corner of 
the prison yard and the players’ voices 
echoed back from the windows of the 
death cell, 

When seemingly the last convict had 
been seated on a slope looking over the 
walls, nine cell doors eclanked open aad 
as many men, condemned to deuth, elat- 
tered down the iron stairs and lined ap 
at the foot, with George Figueroa, a 
happy-faced boy who is to die for the 
murder of his wife in Los Angeles, at 
the head, 

Mrs, Hiram W. Johnson, wife of the 
Governor of California, with a member 
of the State Board of Pardons and his 
wife, were the only civilian guests pre- 
sent, although high officials for three 
days past invereeded for themselves and 
their friends to obtain admittance. 

The first scene was most realistic: 

It showed the office of the warden in 
the play and the furnitu.e was taken 
from the office of Warden Hoyle. 

Then as each scene was unfolded the 
prisoners compared it with their own 
life, and that the experiment was a tell- 
ing one could be gathered from the ex- 
pressions heard on all sides, All 
agreed that the show was a good one. 
Some of the men, prominent in the 
days before their crime made them out 
casts, reviewed the show with the stoic 
ism of the man of the outer world. 

Others not so well groomed in the ad 
vance of the drama talked of it as a 
child with some new toy. They could 
not review it with the same light that 
the others had, but its moral sank ali 
the deeper, and for the time they forgot 
that they were looking and hearing 
only the artificial life of the stage and 
lost themselves in its story as though 
they were watching the game of life. 

From early morning there was mach 
hurry and bustle about the prison, for 
the convicts made ready the stage set 
tings under the guidance of a skilled 
stage-hand. Captain William G, Leade 
of the steamer Caroline, and kuown an 
‘*the prisoners’ friend,’’ carried extra 
chairs and scenery to the prison early 
in the day and the prisoners hustled as 
they never did before to get overything 
in place in time for the curtain to rise 
on time, 

Waen it was time for the play to be 
gin, the prisoners gathered in the 
grounds, where a natural amphitheatre 
is formed under the walls of the old 
sash facto.y. No extra guards wore 
employed, and the conviets moved in 
an orderly manner. It was an event 
indeed, in their lives, and to some it 
brought back the ever-haunting yorter 
day. 
The warden of the play and the war 


den of San Quentim are two different 
characters, One, the stage warden, is 
an unthinking, unsympathetic, unconth 
brute. John Hoyle, warden of Sas 


Quentin, is a fair friend, kind and con 
siderate of every man who wears stho 
stripes.

in the eyes of the unfortunates in 
prison, 

Jimmy Valeatine himself illustrates 
‘*honor among thieves.’’ One the stage 
he is portrayed by H. B. Warner, an 
Englishman, and he captivates you from 
the moment ke makes his first appear 
ance till the curtain drops. He never 
‘*peaches’’ on his ‘‘pals,’’ and it is hie 
very ateadfastness that wins for him his 
reward in the end, 


EXPERIMENTInG ON CHILDREN 


If we were interested in the things

of experimentation upon sehool child 


ren. America is not wholly guiltiess in 
this respect, and now eonies a flourish 
of trumpets from Sweden. Professor 
Svante Arrhenius is enthnsiastic for a 
new way to stimulate the minds ef 
children. The new way is to saturate 
the air of the echoolroom with electric 
waves, and of course we have thé usua' 
expedient of dividing the class inte 
halves, one-half to be **stimulated 

and the other to be left in its norma! 
condition, The professor states that 
the results have surpassed his expecta 
tions, and this may be true enough 
without providing any justification for 
the test. it may in itself be a barm 
less one, but the principle involved is 
not a harmless one, and it is capable of 
insidious amplification, It marks a 
growing tendency to regard the public 
school child as so much raw materia) 
that is always at the service of any 
scientist with a high diploma who wish 
es to test a theory by practical experi 
ment, The ehilas mind that was 
‘*stimulated’’ by the innocent and 
wholesome processes of the old-faskion 
ed villago school often resulted in s 
highly satisfactory finished produet 
but we may have to wait for the next 
generation before we have full canse 
to deplore some of the more modern 
methods that are like nothing so much 
as persuading a dower to crow by put 
ting dynamite under its roots aud al 
taching a steam derrick to its buds 


THE WIND AND THE MOTOR CAB 
That the velocity of the wind makes 
a material difference in the speed of 
his car is realized by every motorist. 
but just what this resistence amounts 
to is not a matter of common know 
ledge. The increase in resistence 1 
not in direet proportion to the increase 
in the velocity of the wind, but ia 
double the amount that would ordip 
arily be expected. For example, a 
wind of fifty miles an hour exerts a 
pressure of ten pounds against each 
square food of surface directly in its 
path, while a body moving through the 
air at a speed of one hundred miles an 
hour meets with a resistance of forty 
pouads per square foot, To travel at 
fifty miles an hour, then, against a 
head wind of equal velocity, sets up a 
resistance to the movement of the car 
of about one thousand pounds, or half 
& ton, aud it is emall wonder that the 
occupants gasp for breath. At this 
speed the total pressure exerted against 
& man or ordinary size would be equal 
to a .v0-pound weight distributed over 
the apper half of his body, and it ma

Out of Egypt into the Tripoli hinter 
land a man may go by many routes— 
there are at least three tracks across 
the Lybian desert—but he is not likely 
to return unless he has been lucky 
enough to gain the friendship of a 
Senoussi chief. The perils and the dis- 
comforts of the journey are many, but 
they are as nothing compared with the 
dangers of visiting the Senoussis in 
their own country uninvited. 

The word ‘‘country’’ does not to our 
English mind convey anything like a 
correct impression of those vast and 
desolate regions that lie behind the 
‘Tripolitian coast-line and stretch in 
endless repitition across the great Sa- 
hara to the marshes of Lake Tchad. 
It is not a country, it is the waterless 
bed of a dead ocean, the sands of which 
have been blown into mountain ridges 
by a million years of wind ever blowing 
in the same direction, ‘These sand-hills 
are bing endlessly moved to leeward, 
and im the valleys between, brackish 
water is sometimes to be found, if ene 
digs for it; these places which are few 
and far between are dignified by the 
name of wells—but an English village 
pond in the Lybian desert would be 
called a lake, and so a puddle is looked 
upon as a well, These puddles often 
lay in @ chain of eight or ten along a 
sand-hill valley, and then that valley 
is called an oasis. But the sand-hills 
move, the puddles evaporate, the palms 
and sparse vegetation are smothered, 
the oasis ceases to exist, and man, bow- 
jing to the inevitable, moves on seeking 
fresh puddles to pitch his tents beside, 

To live—to exists in such a regicn-— 
requires untiring energy, a corstitation 
of iron, and a spirit capable of bearing 
the unkindest blows of fate with equan- 
imity. The Arabs of the desert are 
fatalists of necessity. The elaborate 
puddle, result of ten years’ delving, 
the barley pateh, the palm grove, may 
be blotted out of existence by a six 
hours’ gale, The «arab does not sit 
down and weep; he gathers together 
his wives, his sons and daughters, col- 
lects és little flock of sheep, packs all 
his possessions on the backs of what- 
ever camels he is lucky enough to pos- 
sess (or steal), and sete out afoot to 
seek a new water hole and to com- 
mence life afresh. 

Living the life he does his two most 
precious possessions are his rifle and 
his camel; the former not only pro- 
tects him and his from covetous neigh- 
bors, but at certain seasons of the year 
helps to fill his larder, Ammunition 
is searce and priceless, so the Arab 
is an economist; seldom does he waste 
a cartridge, oe shoots to hit, and he in 
variably sueceeds,

religious society which has proselytized

No 
where in all the world is honor such a

wild region. It is not honor sueh as we 
understand it, but it is a code of honor 
set up by the Senoussi Emirs, and woe 
betide the man who violates that code, 
You may steal, you may kill, you may 
lie, but friendship and hospitality are 
sacred, 

It was trusting in the honor of such 
a friemdship that I travelled safely 
through the hinterland ! had _ the 
good fortune to be of service to 
Senoussi sheikh, ene Abd-er-Rahman-es 
Senoussi, # nephew of the Mahdi, and 
he invited me to visit his country. As 
a white man and a Christian I was the 
natural prey of all the world, but as an 
unonored guest of a Senoussi prince | 
bore a sacred passport. The local 
sheikhs vied with each other in extend- 
ing their hospitality. I was infinitely 
safer than if I had had a regiment for 
an escort, for I feel convinced that no 
regiment in the world could ever tra 
verse the Senoussi country. 

The Senoussis never admitted Turkish 
rule, and cheerfully murdered any Turk 
ish troops that came among them. Of 
later years many of the ‘Lurks in Tripo 
li, however, have become secret mem 
bers of the Senoussi sect, and this is 
where Italy will find her troubles com 
mence, The Turks and Arabs fleeing 
from the Italian troops down on the 
littoral will take their tale to Jaraboob, 


and the thirty Emirs will sit in con- 
clave and discuss the situation, Then 
one of two things will happen. Either 


the hinterland will be declared an in 
dependent Senoussi State or else a holy 
war against the invaders will be de- 
clared. In the firet case the Italians 
will be allowed peaceably to occupy 
the suecession of mud heaps that garn- 
ish the coast and are marked as towns 
on the map, and to possess themselves 
of as much land as the guns of their 
garrisons can command, They will 
meet with no serious opposition, but 
now and then a band of young men 
from the interior will swoop down and 
obliterate some unfortunate Italian post, 
sometimes by surprise, but more often 
through treachery, There will be end- 
less years marked only by ‘‘regrettable 
ineidents’’—villages looted and burn- 
ed, small columns wiped out, convoys 
plundered, Reprisals are absolutely 
impossible, 

If, on the other hand, the Senougsis 
raise the banner of the Prophet and 
proclaim a holy war they will not only 
have the armed support of the inhabit 
ants of the coastwise townships but 
every Arab trader, slaver, smuggler, 
and loafer between Lake Tchad and the

It must be remembered that the 
slave trade and the ivory and ostrich 
feather trade in North Africa are prac 
tically dead, and the wild men who used 
to traflie therein are waiting for some 
profitable work to do, The looting ot 
a European army would offer an irresis- 
tible temptation to all the scum of the 
Saharan borders. 

‘There has been much talk of the avail- 
able Turkish forces in Tripoli, and 
many attempts to estimate the resist- 
ance they are likely to offer, I do not 
know anything about the Turkish gar- 
rison, but I do know what foree the 
Senoussi trives could put into the field 
if they were so minded, and this entire- 
ly apart from the support of the soast- 
wise inhabitants. I estimate that with. 
iu three months 15,000 horsemen and be- 
tween 9,000 and 10,000 eamelmen, all 
armed with rifles (mostly Martinis and 
chassepots), could be concentrated with- 
in a day’s march of Benghazi, and that 
a force of equal, if not greater, strength 
would overrun the country round Tripo- 
li. These forces would march in smal) 
columns and live on the country, con- 
centrating from time to time to attack 
any Italian post. They might perhaps 
never meet with success, but it is cer- 
tain that they would never meet with 
disaster. Their moral would be quite 
unaffected by casualities, for there is 
a Senoussi proverb: ‘‘The fewer survi- 
vors the greater the share of loeot.’’ 
If Italy is prepared to sink wells, lay 
down 2,000 miles of light railway, and 
provide a garrison of 30,000 men and 
two expeditionary columns of 5,000 
men each, she may, after five years’ 
campaigning, exterminate the Senoussis, 
but she will never conquer them and 
she will never be able to inhabit their 
country—it is no place for a white man! 

1 fail to see how Egypt can contem- 
plate the situation with equanimity, 
for within a hundred miles of Jaraboob, 
the Senoussi headquarters, lies the fer- 
tile oasis of Siweh, which owns allegi- 
ance to the Khedive. It is famous for 
its dates, and a big trade annually 
treks into the Delta and Fayoum out 
of Siweh across the Lybian desert. If 
the Seneussis take the war path, Siweb 
is the very first place they will desire 
to loot, and some sort of a garrison 
will have to be sent there unless the 
oasis is to be abandoned. At present 
the Senoussis have a great respect for 
England, but they heartily despise the 
Egyptian. Under these cireumstances 
a company of the British camel corps 
at Siweh would appear the beet way 
ont of the difficulty, but as up to the 
present time only four Englishmen have 
ever set foot in Siweh this would be 
a new departure with a vengeance

WOMAN'S VICTORY 
FORNIA 
Since one of the twenty-three con- 
stitutional amendments adopted by Cali 
fornia last week doubled the number 
ef women voters in the United States 
it is not surprizing to find the result 
hailed in the suffrage camp as ‘‘the 
greatest victory for woman suffrage 
ever won in this country.’’ Accord- 
ing to the Rev, Anna Howard Shab, 
president of the National Suffrage As 
sociation, ‘‘the number of woman en- 
franchised by this amendment is equal 
to the total number of woman voters 
in the five other suffrage States,’’ and 
‘‘this means of course that more men 
voted in favor of woman suffrage than 
ever before in the world’s history.’, 
Dr, Shah further calls attention to the 
fact that in the other suffrage States— 
Washington, Idaho, Wyoming, Utah, and 
Colorado—the men greatly outnumber 
the women, while ‘in California the 
sexes are about equally divided and the 
men know that the women’s vote will 
count as much as their own.’’ As to 
the effect of California’s example, she 
goes on to say, as reported in the daily 
press: 
‘‘T believe that it is the beginning 
of the end. Kansas, Oregon, Wiscon 
sin, and other Western States are bound

to follow the lead at the next elections. 
The politicians are also sure to realize 
that the women are winning their long 
fight, and will climb on the band-wagon 
along with the rest of us. 

‘The politicians must now come to 
see that the woman-suffrage party is 
soon to be a great power in the Pre 
sidential campaign; in fact, has become 
so now that California is won. Presi 
dent Taft the other day made his first 
speech about woman suffrage and spoke 
in favor of it.’’ 

No less optimietie are the comments 
of other suffrage leaders. According 
to Mrs. Pankhurst, California’s  vot« 
will help the cause in England, and 
Mrs. Harriet Stanton Blatch, president 
of the Woman’s Political Union, de 
clares that ‘‘it means the heartening 
up of women over the whole world.’’ 
Mrs. Ida Husted Harper is quoted ar 
saying: 

‘In the language of Wall Street, the 
victory in California will raise the 
value of the woman-suffrage stock. It 
wilt give a boom to the movement, Cali 
fornia is a much more instant State 
than any of the others we have won 
and has more members of Congress. 
Now we are almost sure of getting ou: 
rights in Oregon, and I think there is

‘“What they have done on the Pacific 
coast we ean do on the Atlantic, and 
we will.’’ 

‘Lue campaign which put California in 
the suffrage column had many pictur 
esque features, In San Francisee two 
suffrage plays were on the boards, and 
floats and parades played a conspicuous 
part. A Los Angéles dispatch states 
that ‘‘four thousand columns of matter 
relating to suffrage have been printed 
in the newspapers in the last six 
months.’’ Of the actual vote a San 
Franciseo correspondent of the New 
York Times writes: 

‘*When the returns first began to 
come in the figures were all from popu 
lous centres, where the vote against 
suffrage was very heavy. This is ex 
plained by women workers at the polls 
by the fact that the saloon interests 
were almost solid against suffrage be 
caure liquor men fear that women if 
given the ballot would endeavor to 
make California a dry State. In many 
of the towns the liquor question is o1 
may soon become an important issue in 
loeal polities, and it is asserted that the 
saloon people felt that women if given 
the chance would elose hundreds of 
country saloons by local option votes.’’ 

In San Francisco The Call (Rep.) was 
prominent in championing the womer’s 
cause, and in Los Angeles practically 
all the papers, with the notable excep- 
tion of The Times, took the side of the 
suffragiste. Wo find the Los Angeles 
Express (Ind.) pointing to the opposi- 
tion to woman euffrage offered by 
‘fevery influence in the State which is 
seeking an unfair advantage, every 
saloon, every politiea) corruptionist, and 
every representative of the old ma 
chine,’’ as ‘‘the very highest evidence 
that woman is qualified to make good 
use of the ballot.’’

STEEL VERSUS WOODEN CARS 


That wooden cars may behave bet 
ter in a wreck than the new steel 
types, contrary to genera) opinion, is as 
serted by The Hardwood Record, whic} 
backs up his opinions by publishing 
photographs of the wrecked Chicago 
flier on the Pennsylvania road, whic} 
left the track near Fort Wayne, I: 
diana, on August 13. The evidence 
shows, in the belief of the writer, that 
the wooden type of ear, when built on 
steel framework, are safer than the 
‘*ultra-modern’’ all-steel car, usually 
regarded as the ne plus ultra of safe 
ty. In this wreck a wooden dining 
ear, between two new stee) Pullmans 
and with the impact of five heavy 
steel cars behind it, is declared to have 
come out in better condition than any 
of the other wrecked coaches, Al 
though it was filled, not one of the oe- 
¢cupants was fatally hurt. We read: 

*fAll the damage sustained by the 
wooden diner was one corner - being 
knocked off, and it was hauled from 
the wreck on its own trucks. Compare 
the condition of this car with that of 
the steel combination buffet-and-bag 
gage-car, which looked as though a 
boiler had exploded inside of it; or the 
new full steel Pullman car behind it 
that was in utter collapse, 

‘*A Pullman official who was recent 
ly interviewed on the subject of steel 
vs, modern cars built on steel sills, avers 
that he is not fully convinced that the 
entire steel car, which is absolutely of 
steel, within and without, save the up 
holstering, is the acme of safety in 
sleeping-car construction. As near as 
can be found out, steel cars came into 
being through the insistence of the 
Post-office Department for the construe 
tion of mail-cars that would better pro 
tect its postal clerks; and either in the 
form of an order or of a bargain with 
the government, the make-up of mail 
carrying passenger-trains requires that 
a wooden coach be placed immediately 


in the rear of the steel mail-car, If | 
this be true, it is a stravge affair that | 
the department should attempt to pro- | 


fect the lives of its three or four mail 
clerks at the expense of a coachful of 
passengers, 

‘*This Fort Wayne wreck is the first 
demonstration of the relative value of 
the two types of railroad-coach con- 
struction, and from the evidence it 
would seem that the wooden car on 
steel sills has come out of the calamity 
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with very distinet laurels for safety 
over the solid-steel car, . . 

‘*Critieal travellers are almost unani 
mous in the opimion that the full steel 
constructed car is a far less comfort 
able vehiele than the old type on ac 
count of the reverberation of its metal, 
its Jack of elasticity and resilience, and 
from the prison-lixe chill imported by 
the steel plates of which it is built 
Notwithstanding this, the travelling 
publie employing bigh-class and fast 
trains has been willing to stand this 
discomfort by reason of the feeling ot 
safety that hae been so persistently 
touted in favor of this type of con 
struction. So far there is nothing to 
prove other than that the wooden coaeh 
on steel sills is the safer, saner, and 
more comfortable type of passenger, 
sleeper, and dining-ear construction.’’
